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HE visitorwill find at Valley Forge 
Park many heart-stirring appeals 

■ to his patriotism, in the inspiring 
tale of suffering and lofty self-ab- 
negation displayed by the heroes who immor- 
talized this sacred fane of liberty, but nowhere 
will he find greater inspiration than in the 
Memorial Chapel to Washington, where, with 
dramatic interest and a fine appreciation, the 
story of Valley Forge is linked with the his- 
tory of American civilization in the beautiful 
stained-glass windows of the Chapel. 

These windows, conceded to be the finest 
of their kind in America, are rare examples 
of glass painting or staining, their proto- 
types are to be found only in the famous 
glass ofChartresCathedral in France. 

They were designed and fabri- 
cated by the artist Nicola D'As- 
cenzo (The D'Ascenzo Studios, 
Philadelphia, Pa, )Avho faithfully visual 




ized the historical theme as planned by the 
Rev.W. Herbert Burk, Rector of the Chapel. 

It is a matter of just pride to Americans 
to know that these windows are the product 
of American art, inspired by American 
ideals, wrought by American craftsmen and 
conceived by American thought. 

The progress of free thought and the de- 
velopment of national life out of the ruins of 
feudalism. This idea will be beautifully 
expressed in the first window. 
New Birth, Vacant. Its leading thought 
being the invention of printing, the revival 
of learning and art through the Italian 
Renaissance. The fall of feudalism and 
the rise of nations. 

Freedom Through Truth, 
Vacant. Here will be shown the 
contributions of the Teutonic and 
Anglo-Saxon peoples in their transla- 



tion of the Bible 
and Greek testa- 
ment, the founding 
of Colleges and 
the Emancipation 
of England, culmi- 
nating in the age 
of Elizabeth. 

Discovery, Va- 
cant. This window 
will illustrate the 
discovery and ex- 
ploration of the 
Western Conti- 
nent. The great 
company of adventurers in quest of fame and 
fortune, being led respectively by Columbus 
and Vasco de Gama. 

Expansion, Vacant. In this window will 
he shown the wilderness, the trapper and 
hunter and pioneer, w^ho illustrate the 
white man s mastery. Also the early mis- 
sionaries seeking an opportunity to preach 
the Gospel to the native Indian. 

Settlement, Vacant. This window will 
have for its theme the coming of the Races, 
the Swedes, the Dutch and the Quaker, the 
English Cavalier and his austere brother, the 
Puritan, all helping to build the colonial 
hearthstone and the citizenshipof a new world. 





Development, 
Vacant. A faithful 
picture of the civil- 
ization of the old 
world adapted by a 
free people to the 
conditions of life 
in the new world. 
This window will 
depict the primi- 
tive times of the 
stage-coach and 
dispatch rider, 

when schools, col- 

leges, newspapers Washington at Cambridge 

and printing press, science and art in America 
w^ere still in their infancy. 

The Democracy, Vacant. This window 
illustrates the stirring pre-revolutionary 
period, when the new consciousness begins 
to assert its political rights in conventions, 
in presentation of bill of rights, and in the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Patriotism, Dedicated /g//. The medal- 
lions of this window give one a glimpse of 
the early period of the Revolutionary War, 
including the encampment at Valley Forge. 
Following are the medallions in order:

The background of this window contains 
some interesting details, as for instance, the 
felling of the Christmas tree, emblems of the 
Four Evangelists, figures of Angels, 
Pilgrims, Venerable Bede and Wilfrid 
of York. 

Also an allegorical presentation of 
the Church Triumphant. A ship 
weathering the stormy sea, 
guided by St. George, the patron 
Saint of England.
